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SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Strafford: 


As we come to the close of another school year it de- 
volves upon us to render an account of our stewardship. 

The years as they come and go increase the cares and «luties 
of your school officers. 

To provide schools, examine, hire and dismiss teachers, to 
provide regulations concerning attendance, classification, dis- 
cipline and studies, to furnish books, supplies, apparatus and 
fuel, to care for buildings, grounds, ete., to visit and make 
proper and accurate returns, involve much care, ability, sound 
judgment and common sense. The recompense is not usually 
large; unjust and unkind criticism is not uncommon. 

We have maintained eleven schools. There have been 25 
weeks of school available to all children of the town, 12 weeks 
in the early summer and 16 weeks in the fall and winter. 

We have tried to impress upon our teachers “not how 
much, but how well.” We believe our teachers as a whole 
have been very successful and merit much praise. We think 
as a * iss they are far better equipped for teaching than for- 
merly. Yet if some could put a little more animation in 
their actions and energy in their words it would add much to 
the appearance and real value of the schools.
